Greenbelt Police Patrol Divi- 
sion Commander Carl Schinner, 
also the department’s first ac- 
creditation manager, retired on 
September 20 after 26 years of 
service to the Greenbelt com- 
munity. 

“He made an indelible mark 
on the advancement of the de- 
partment and even more so in 
our hearts,” said Chief of Police 
James Craze. 

Childhood Dream 

Schinner grew up in North 
College Park and as a youngster 
always wanted to become a po- 
lice officer. Thus, he enrolled in 
the police academy program at 
Prince George’s College. After 
graduation he was advised “to 
apply everywhere and take the 
first job they offer you.” 

Greenbelt gave him that 
chance in 1987. He took the job 
and never left. Schinner spent 
his first 17 years as a patrol of- 
ficer, where he rose through the

ranks from private to corporal 
to sergeant and shift supervisor. 
Other promotions followed. 
Accreditation 

In 2003 he was promoted to 
commander of the Office of Pro- 
fessional Standards and became 
the department’s first accredita- 


tion manager. His goal was for 
the department to seek (volun- 
tary) accreditation by the Com- 
mission on Accreditation for Law 
Enforcement Agencies (CALEA). 

Over the next three years 
Schinner assessed the depart- 
ment’s policies and procedures 
and ensured they complied with 
the then 446 standards used by 
CALEA to evaluate an agency. 

His efforts led to the Green- 
belt Police Department being 
nationally certified by CALEA 
in 2006 and in every three-year 
cycle since then. The depart- 
ment currently holds “Advanced 
Accreditation with Excellence,” 
the highest of three levels of ac- 
creditation. It is also one of only 
two agencies in Maryland that 
are accredited. 

Schinner also became a CA- 
LEA assessor and has conducted 
17 on-site assessments in New

Theater Renovation Project Put 
Back on Track by City Council

held another worksession on Sep- 
tember 17 to seek consensus on 
which elements of the proposed 
Old Greenbelt Theatre renova- 
tion should be included in the 
first phase within the limits of 
available funds. Council reached 
tentative agreement on most out- 
standing issues. 

Most importantly, by a straw 
vote near the end of the meeting,

council by a 5 to 2 vote opted 
to forego replacement of the 
theater’s heating, ventilation and 
air conditioning (HVAC) system. 
With all councilmembers present, 
only Leta Mach and Silke Pope 
supported the HVAC replacement. 

That decision would free up 
approximately $247,000 to sup- 
port other priority items. With 
the possibility of using additional 
funds from the Fiscal Year 2014

estimated city Fund Balance, a 
total renovation budget of ap- 
proximately $1.28 million would 
be available for phase one of the 
renovation. Mach had pressed 
City Manager Michael McLaugh- 
lin on his best estimate of funds 
that might be made available for 
the theater project. 
Worksession Dynamic 

The dynamic for the workses- 
sion was different from that of 
the heated August 28 meeting. 
There was better representation 
from the city’s potential contrac- 
tors who failed to attend the pre- 
vious worksession. With Michael 
Adams of Gardiner & Gardiner 
and Clyde Hurst of Hurst Asso- 
ciates present, council was able 
to press those representatives on 
issues relating to theater projec- 
tion-room cost estimates and on 
the need to replace the HVAC 
system. 

Although there was heated 
discussion between the contractor 
representatives and some mem- 
bers of council, Mayor Judith 
Davis was able to keep discus- 
sion within bounds and on topic. 
After a little more than an hour, 
Davis called for a straw vote on 
the HVAC replacement.

Silke Pope 


Vying for a third term on 
city council, Silke Pope -—- 
born in Germany — came 
to Greenbelt 15 years ago. 
Initially living in Springhill 
Lake, (now Franklin Park), 
Pope was quickly taken with 
Greenbelt’s welcoming spirit 
and rich tradition of com- 
munity. 

Pope served on the city’s 
Public Safety Advisory Com- 
mittee (PSAC) for nine years, 
chairing the committee for six 
years until she was elected to 
council in 2009. During her 
tenure leading the PSAC the 
city saw real improvements in 
safety including the upgrade 
of security cameras at Roos- 
evelt Center and their installation on the Spellman Overpass, as 
well as emergency call boxes on Metro Drive and in the Frank- 
lin Park area.

A 
member of St. Hugh of Grenoble Church since 2000, Pope has 
been involved in numerous fundraising efforts, her most notable 
being the annual Oktoberfest where she serves as head chef. She 
has served as president of the Belle Point Homeowners’ Associa- 
tion since 2006, where her family has resided since 2003.

Several Greenbelt businesses 
are supporting Greenbelt’s only 
travel soccer team. The Green- 
belt Soccer Alliance Pioneers is 
a U-13 boys team playing travel 
soccer in the Baltimore Beltway 
Soccer League (BBSL) of the 
Maryland State Youth Soccer As- 
sociation. The Pioneers played 
their first home game at Mandan 
Field in Greenbelt on September 
21 against a team from Arundel 
Soccer Association, one of the 
largest clubs in Maryland.

Mandan Field has two perma- 
nent soccer goals that are non- 
standard in size and spaced 120 
yards apart.

my meter readings were chal- 
lenged by persons responsible for 
the sound levels at the Festival.

and Crime Prevention Steering Committee. 

Pope has earned a fellowship from the Academy for Excel- 
lence in Local Governance at the University of Maryland. This 
fellowship provides her with a more thorough understanding of 
how local municipalities function and a stronger understanding of 
governmental policy and ethics. Pope is also the liaison to the 
City of Greenbelt’s Senior Citizen Advisory Committee. 

Raised in a small German town, Silke Pope brings to Green- 
belt familiar small-town values of community with the profes- 
sional and social experience that comes from living and working 
in diverse cultures. She has taken on numerous volunteer roles 
and accrued accomplishments in Greenbelt over the past 15 years. 


Leta Mach 

Leta Mach and her husband 
Darrell moved to Greenbelt in 
1974. They have two married 
children — Ryan and Amy — and 
four granddaughters, Anna, Al- 
exa, Piper and Amelia. 

Mach was first elected to the 
Greenbelt City Council in 2003 
and is completing her fifth term. 
She has served on numerous lo- 
cal and national committees to 
represent the City of Greenbelt, 
including the National League 
of Cities Human Development 
Steering Committee. 

This year she is serving on 
the Maryland Municipal League 
(MML) Convention Planning 
Committee and last year served 
as chair of the MML Communi- 
cations Committee. She is secretary of the Prince George’s Elected 
Municipal Women. 

At the Washington Council of Governments and its affiliates, 
she serves as chair of the Metropolitan Washington Air Quality 
Committee and is the immediate past chair of Clean Air Partners. 
She is council liaison to the city’s Advisory Committee on Edu- 
cation (ACE) and the Park and Recreation Advisory Board. She 
previously served as council liaison to the Senior Citizen Advisory 
Committee. 

She served as chair of ACE since its inception until her election 
to council, helping to guide the development of ACE programs 
for the benefit of Greenbelt’s schools. As ACE chair and coun- 
cilmember she pushed for a new Greenbelt Middle School, which 
opened last year. 

She believes strongly in the value of education and the abil- 
ity of cooperatives to enhance people’s lives.

Her efforts helped ensure Greenbelt’s 2007 Playful City char- 
ter designation and its renewal every year since. The program 
recognizes and promotes health and fitness for the young and not 
so young throughout the city. She also helped secure KaBoom 
grant money available to Playful Cities for the South Ora Court 
playground. 

Alert to opportunities and partnerships, she also suggested the 
MML adopt the Geocache Trail. This high-tech treasure hunt 
brings people from around the country to find the city’s geocache 
and promotes and markets the city at virtually no cost. 

In 2000, Mach was honored as Greenbelt’s Outstanding Citi- 
zen. This recognition followed years of community service in 
a variety of positions with many different community organiza- 
tions. Through the years, she served as treasurer of the Greenbelt 
Cooperative Nursery School; PTA President of both Greenbelt 
Elementary School and Eleanor Roosevelt High School; News 
Review reporter, copy editor and proofreader; volunteer for the 
Greenbelt Labor Day Festival Committee; chair of the GHI Audit 
Committee and secretary of the board of the Greenbelt Consumer 
Cooperative. Mach is a past board member of the Greenbelt Com- 
munity Foundation. 

For Greenbelt’s 50th anniversary, she chaired the Greenbelt 
Oral History Committee that collected video oral histories. She 
also participated in the book project by writing chapter two of 
Greenbelt: History of a New Town. She has also been a museum 
docent. 

Beyond Greenbelt, she is the past president of both the 
Cooperative Communicators Association and Parent Coopera- 
tive Preschools International. She has received many awards 
including the 1995 national Co-op Month Award for Com- 
munications. 

Her work experience includes teaching social studies at 
Suitland Senior High School from 1969 to 1973, serving as 
the Information Specialist at Greenbelt Homes, Inc. (GHI) from 
1981 to 1987 and from 1987 to 2003 working at National Coop- 
erative Business Association (NCBA) as director of communica- 
tions and cooperative education. 

Mach grew up in a military family. While she was in high 
school, her father was stationed in Washington, D.C., and she 
graduated from a Prince George’s County school — Bladensburg.

Last Day to Register

A change since the 2011 city 
election allows anyone with a 
Maryland driver’s license or 
Maryland Motor Vehicle Admin- 
istration (MVA) ID card to reg- 
ister to vote or make corrections 
to registration information online 
at the State Board of Elections 
website. For those who prefer 
paper, forms can be printed from 
the state website and returned by 
mail.

Residents can pick up forms at the 
Greenbelt Library, from the city 
clerk’s office or from the county 
Board of Elections. 

If time does not permit mail- 
ing forms to be received by the 
deadline, registration or changes 
may be accomplished in person at 
the county Board of Elections of- 
fice at 16201 Trade Zone Avenue, 
Suite 108, in Upper Marlboro or 
at any full-service MVA office 
during regular hours.

$290,000, including relay 
equipment for patrons with 
hearing and visual impair- 
ments and a request from 
Friends of the Greenbelt 
Theater (FGT) for a reel- 
to-reel feature allowing pro- 
jection of 16 mm and 35 
mm films in addition to the 
digital format. 

Prior to the September 
17 meeting, city staff met 
with the citizen groups 
focused on accommoda- 
tions for patrons with 
hearing or visual impairments 
and the FGT request to include 
features for the projection room 
to allow for the showing of 
non-digital films. 

Funding Options 

In a September 13 memo, the 
city manager provided council 
with an updated summary of 
funding options for the renova- 
tion project. In addition, an up- 
dated list of cost options for the 
project was provided by Planning 
Director Celia Craze. 

The available funding re- 
mained at approximately 
$880,000. This total includes 
State Bond Grants ($300,000), 
a State Heritage Areas Grant 
($80,000), the transfer from 
Fiscal Year 2013 City General 
Fund ($200,000), the transfer 
from FY-13 City Debt Service 
Fund ($232,000) and the Part- 
ners in Preservation (PIP) Award 
($75,000). 

The manager’s memo listed 
other possible funding sources 
such as additional money from 
FY-13 surplus funds (approxi-

mately $200,000) and a small 
amount ($15,000) from a city- 
sponsored Roosevelt Center Busi- 
ness Revolving Fund. Other 
potential sources were Greenbelt 
Station covenant payments that 
could be allocated for Green- 
belt Community projects and 
additional requests from state 
or county agencies, as well as 
community fundraising by the 
community and/or the Greenbelt 
Community Development Cor- 
poration. The city manager cau- 
tioned, however, about seeking 
additional state grants because 
of the tight timing and because 
previous grants have not yet 
been expended. 

Discussion at the workses- 
sion occurred primarily between 
members of council and the 
contractor representatives. The 
worksession audience included 
many community residents who 
had attended previous workses- 
sions. This group’s input mainly 
dealt with the need for new 
projection equipment to include 
captioning and audio for the

people with hearing and visual 
impairments, the ability to show 
films in multiple formats (digital, 
16 mm and 35 mm), the general 
feeling that HVAC replacement 
was not needed and the urgency 
for the city to move quickly on 
the renovation and digital projec- 
tion by the end of the year. 

Based on the discussion and 
informal agreements, the recom- 
mended priorities and associated 
costs are shown in the box above. 

With removal of the HVAC 
from the list of priorities Craze 
was concerned that the city’s ap- 
proved permit may have to be 
renewed. The contractor repre- 
sentatives, however, indicated that 
would not be a problem. 

Craze added that some work 
would be needed on the exist- 
ing HVAC system to assure its 
reliability and functionality. With 
that work done, she said the ren- 
ovation could be initiated before 
the end of the year. 

Council’s final decision on the 
renovation will be on the agenda 
of a future council meeting.

England, the Midwest and in the 
South since 2007. 
Patrol Division 

In July 2010 Schinner was 
promoted to Patrol Division 
Commander. In this position 
he rewrote the General Orders 
Manual and established the Com- 
mander’s Squad. 

The 300-page manual includes 
procedures that specify who does 
what, where, when and how. It 
includes everything from day- 
to-day operations to emergencies 
and is accessible at all times via 
computers, even those in police 
vehicles. 

In 2011 when an earthquake 
shook the region, Greenbelt was 
the only jurisdiction in the state 
to have an earthquake plan in 
place to maintain order and pro- 
tect residents. The Greenbelt 
plan became a model for other 
jurisdictions. 

Schinner instituted the Com- 
mander’s Squad to supplement 
the existing three-squad structure, 
where one squad is assigned to 
each sector of the city — center, 
east and west. 

This special squad follows 
breakouts of crime and goes 
wherever and whenever crimes 
occur. It also focuses on traffic 
stops for two important reasons. 
They catch drunk drivers and 
save lives. Stops also interrupt 
the flow of drugs, since vehicles 
are the main way drugs are trans- 
ported. 

Awards 

Schinner received many de- 
partmental honors and citations 
during his career in the city, 
including selection as Green- 
belt Police Officer of the Year 
three times. He is the recipient 
of three lifesaving awards (two 
involved with performing CPR 
until EMTs arrived and one for 
stopping a suicide in progress). 

He received five “class one” 
and seven “class two” commen- 
dations. The former involves 
making arrests involving great 
danger, such as in armed robber- 
ies and murders. 

Schinner received nine unit ci- 
tations. “These mean the most,” 
he said, “because they are a team 
effort.” 

Schinner also received the 
Special Chief’s Award for his 
work in developing and sustain- 
ing the department’s advanced 
accreditation with CALEA. 

Speaking about his departure, 
Chief Craze said, “As much as 
Carl will be missed as a co- 
worker and valued member of 
our management team, his daily 
presence as a friend and confidant 
will be a greater loss.”

Greenbelt Homes Says 
Bye-Bye to Yard Bags

Greenbelt Homes, Inc. (GHI) 
announced this week that due to 
budgetary constraints the City of 
Greenbelt would not be providing 
complimentary paper yard bags 
to GHI members for yard waste 
disposal this fall. In 2004, the 
city council adopted an ordinance 
requiring that plastic bags could 
no longer be used for yard waste 
picked up by city crews. At the 
time, paper bags were approxi- 
mately twice the price of plastic 
bags of the same or greater ca- 
pacity. 

Unlike residents of single- 
family houses, who can rake 
leaves to the curb for pickup, 
residents of GHI townhouses 
are required to bag leaves for 
pickup because some of the GHI 
courts would be inaccessible to 
the trucks and raking up to the 
public street would be difficult 
for some residents. Recognizing 
that a disproportionate burden 
of the cost of this change would 


fall on GHI members, the city 
has provided up to 10 free paper 
yard bags to GHI members an- 
nually, distributed by GHI staff. 
Members with small yards and 
few trees may not need more 
than 10 bags or may find reus- 
able bins adequate. Members 
with large yards and lots of 
leaves use considerably more 
than 10 paper bags in the course 
of a year. 

In addition to garden, home 
supply and membership bulk 
stores, paper yard bags may be 
purchased from the Greenbelt 
Finance Office on the first floor 
of the Municipal Building during 
business hours (8 a.m. to 4:30 
p.m.). So far, the city has not 
raised its bargain price of 10 
bags for four dollars.

engineer to turn down the sound 
level but I believed I would have 
been blown off. Further, I did 
not want to risk damage to my 
hearing by staying any longer 
in the vicinity of the bandstand. 
My hearing is important to me; I 
certainly do not wish to have to 
wear a hearing aid. Therefore I 
detoured around the fitness cen- 
ter to avoid further exposure to 
the dangerous sound levels even 
though I would have liked to 
have heard the music. 

The city needs to have a 
clause in the permits issued to 
the bands on Labor Day. If the 
measured sound levels are above 
115dB, then the sound must be 
turned down. I hope that the city 
sets up calibrated sound meters 
to cover next year’s festival and 


enforces reasonable sound levels.

“Empty Bowls” Meal 
Is Coming on Oct. 26 


A favorite community fundrais- 
ing fall event is returning October 
26 from 4 to 7 p.m. as chefs at 
Greenbelt Community Church join 
with Greenbelt potters in present- 
ing this year’s Empty Bowls Proj- 
ect. (See ad on page 3.) 

The event began in Greenbelt 
in 2005 to support the eight Help 
By Phone food pantries in Prince 
George’s County. Help By Phone 
is a nonprofit volunteer organiza- 
tion that has run pantries for 45 
years. 

Greenbelt potters are currently 
busy making some 225 unique 
bowls, while the church chefs are 
perusing their recipes for regular, 
vegan and vegetarian soup; chili; 
bread; and dessert. Event attend- 
ees will have the opportunity to 
select one bowl each and sample 
two or three soups. 

The Empty Bowls project was 
created in 1991 to support organi- 
zations that provide food for the 
hungry. The nonprofit Imagine/ 
RENDER was created to promote 
the project. 

Help By Phone’s eight food 
pantries are located in churches 
throughout the county. Canned 
and boxed nonperishable food 
items are purchased by Help By 
Phone for the pantries which also 
rely heavily on food donations 
from local churches, individuals 
and group food drives, such as the 
upcoming November 9 Boy Scout 
food drive. 

Greenbelt Community Church 
member Marsha Voigt, who serves 
as president of Help By Phone’s 
board of directors, states that the 
pantries are hoping for extra fi- 
nancial and food donations from 
county residents as half of the 
organization’s funds come from 
a FEMA Emergency Food and 
Shelter Program grant which, 
along with all federal funds, has 
not been passed by Congress. 
She encourages event attendees to 
bring along a bag of canned goods 
for the pantries. 

Tickets are available from 
Voigt, 301-345-7631; by calling 
the church at 301-474-6171; or by 
contacting church member Kathy 
Reynolds, 301-474-4372. There 
are only 200 tickets which in past 
years have always sold out before 
the event. Again this year, there 
will probably be no tickets avail- 
able at the door.
